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REMARKS 


Applicant thanks the Examiner for withdrawing the finality of the previous Office 
Action in response to Applicant's timely filed response for continued examination under 37 CFR 
1 . 1 14, including the fees set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e). 

Claims 21-34 have been rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 9-14 of commonly owned U.S. Patent No. 
6,303,845. In response, Apphcant submits the attached Terminal Disclaimer, disclaiming the 
terminal part of the statutory term of any patent granted on the instant application which would 
extend beyond the expiration date of the full statutory term of priorpatent 6,303,845.
